SMALL ENTITY STATEMENT

The "number of employees" is the average number of 
employees, including the employees of its domestic 
and foreign affiliates, based on numbers of 
employees for each of the pay periods for the 
preceding completed 12 calendar months. 
"Employees" includes all individuals employed on a 
full-time, part-time, temporary, or other basis. 
Part-time and temporary employees are counted the 
same as full-time employees. If a concern has not 
been in business for 12 months, use the average 
number of employees for each of the pay periods it 
has been in business. 13 C.F.R. § 121.106. 

Concerns are "affiliates" of each other when one 
concern directly or indirectly controls or has the 
power to control the other, or when a third party 
or parties controls or has the power to control 
both concerns, 13 C.F.R. § 121.103(a). 



A university or other institution of higher 
education located in any country. § 1.27(a) (3) 
(ii) (A) . 

An organization of the type described in section 
501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 and 
exempt from taxation under section 501(a). Also
